Springfield— City sales tax- 
es collected In May on April 
tax liability .grossed $5,371,- 
08(1 and county sales taxes 
for the same period grossed 
$351,800, the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Revenue reported. 

The collections from l,i51 
cities and villages and. (16 
counties represent a tax of 
one-half per cent on retail 
sales in municipalities and.

gross collections for munici- 
palities Is Municipal Service 
Tax in the amount of $74,842 
from 702 communities. 

Gross collections from 
cities and villages were re- 
duced by $212,316, the state's 
four per cent administration 
charge. Payments made un- 
der protest and withheld 
amounted- to $56,207 and 
$7,868 was held in escrow. 
The net amount certified for 
cities and villages was $5,- 
005,503. 

Gross collections from 
counties were reduced by - 
$14,032, the state's four per 
cent administration charge. 
The amount of $1,084 was 
protested and withheld. The 
net amount certified to coun- 
ties was $338,782. < 

A total of 1,152 raunlctpahV^^r 
tics have passed ordinances 
adopting the Municipal Re- 
tailers'. Occupation Tax and 
706 have adopted the Munici- 
pal Service Occupation Tax. 

The Department of Rev- 
enue reported 66 counties 
have adopted tho County Re- 
tailers' Occupation Tax and 
51 counties collect the Coun- 
ty Service Occupation Tax.

A. new survey of America's 
Protestant ministers shows that 
they are sUll among the most 
overworked and underpaid pro- 
fessional men in the country. 
They are also the moat un- 
complaining. But professional 
research reveals that over 63 
per cent of ministers find that 
administration takes too much 
of their time. Nearly 80 per 
cent feel they do not have e- 
nough time for study and prayer. 
And there is no 40-hour week 
for ministers. Their work week 
averages 70 hours. 

The 1962 survey, sponsored 

K Ministers Life and Casualty 
ilon, Minneapolis, which sells 
insurance of all kinds only to 
clergymen, their dependents, 
and other persons in full-time 
church-related work, showed a 
slight Improvement In ministers' 
finances since 1058 when a simi- 
lar survey was made. SUll, 42 
per cent of ministers find finan- 
ces are a definite problem, and 
only 30 per cent say that fi- 
nances are no problem. Two 
moat critical money problems 
for ministers are long-range 
ones of how to finance colles* 
education for their children (65 
per cent wonder how they'll 
manage it) and,. what housing 
they will have in retirement 
(80 per cent expect to reach 
retirement with no housing pro- 
vided). Over 39 per cent of min- 
isters, report their finances are 
inadequate to meet basic living 
expense b.

HERE'S HOW A LAW ; SUIT 
|| . i IS BEGUN 
j | We read j every day about 
cases tha V are brought ,M 
court for breach of contract, 
for damages for. personal in- 
juries, for eviction, and so 
forth. But have you fever 
wondered how a lawyer- goes 
about beginning ijaj law suit 
and getting : all itheS parties 
before the court? ; 

Assume that Prentice 
Carter was injured in an 
automobile accident by Shel- 
don Moore, ami that they dis- 
agree as to who ; Is to blame 
and are unable to adjust 
their differences in an amic- 
able manner; 

j Prentice consults the law- 
yer of his choice and they 
decide to file a law suit 
against Sheldon. Prentice 
will be called the "plaintiff" 
and Sheldon the "defend- 
ant." Often' a' single case 
has many plaintiffs and de- 
fendants, but in this 1 case 
there will be only one of 
each.- ' i: h-'f- 

Obtaining All the Facts 

prentice's lawyer will first 
obtain all the facts concern* 
ing the. accident, and will at 
tempt to Interview anyone 
who witnessed the occur 
re nee. He will then select 
tltc legal theory on which to 
base tho suit, In making 
this decision it Is often neces- 
sary for the lawyer to re- 
view pertinent statutes and 
to research for previous, de- 
cisions in similar cases to see 
how they have been present- 
ed and decided. 

Having collected this in- 
formation Prentice's lawyer 
will choose the court in 
which he will bring the suit 
For example, he may want to 
sue in the federal court, the 
state circuit court, the state 
county court or the local 
municipal or city court. 

Different courts . have dif- 
ferent functions and powers, 
and so the law suit may or 
may not be proper for one 
or the other of these courts, 
depending generally upon 
Whore the accident occured, 
the amount of damages to 
which Prentice believes him- 
self entitled, where the par- 
tics reside, and so on. 

After choosing the proper 
court,, Prentice's lawyer will 
prepare a "complaint" which 
is the formal statement of 



Prentice's claim against 
Sheldon.* T h i s statement 
will contain Prentice's ver- 
slon of how the accident 
happened and the amount of 
damages'he wants torecover, 
' ; Officer ServW[|Sunime«S' ; ';,

the complaint to the office of 
the clerk of the court, pay a 
fee, and file the complaint 
At this | time he may ■ ask for 
a trial by jury if he desires.

! | The - armyworm moths us- 
ually lay eggs in small grain 
fields, peas or corn which 
are heavily infested with

If small- grain lodges— and 
it certainly isn't due to mois- 
ture so far— it would be well 
to examine these lodge plants 
for .damage, and for the 
worms themselves. . 
rj The army worms! are from 
very small up to two-inch 
smooth caterpillars which 
chew the leaves ragged. Be- 
low.a..dark stripe on the side 
is a yellow stripe and along 
the. back is a succession of 
alternating, dark and. light 
stripes.' By day, the army- 
worms seek the darkness of 
lodged ■ plants, soil crevices 
and soil clods. They primar- 
ily feed during dark, cloudy 
days and nights. 

So, if you do | find some 
areas in fields that seem 
suspicious to you, it would be 
suggested that you go back 
to those spots at night with 
a flashlight 

v. When the army worms have 
devoured a field or a field 
has been' harvested, they 
move "forward like an army" 
to nearby food. 

The control method would 
bo dependent on the crop in 
which the army worms are 
found and nearness to har- 
vest time. The control in- 
formation Is available from 
tho County Agricultural 
agent's office at the Kenosha 
Courthouse.
